If jazz is your 
thing go out and help support America’s true art form in the S.J. area.*If 
you are looking for something completely different than most of the stuff 
available in the area then keep your eyes open for gigs by The Yellow 
Moons, an eclectic free form trio akin to psychedelic pioneers Amon 
Duul and featuring former members of Skylab, before they are forced to 
seek gigs further north like so many other area bands! *Progressive rockers 
Rain, while continuing their cover heavy club shows, will be entering 
the studio to record some original material with former members Dave 
“The Wave” Weiner and Nick Tribbine joining in the sessions.*Home 
At Last have returned to the gigging circuit after a lengthy absence, 
check em out if you have the chance.*Silent Warrior are in AKA studio 
tracking new material for a release to be titled “Down To The Ground.” 
SW’s Bassist Jim Masi and guitarist Bill Lunderitz have secured an 
endorsement deal with Jem guitars. Don’t touch that dial!!*A new local 
music mag may be finding it’s way into the area soon. Pioneered by 
former In Tune writer Bob Conover this new zine will concentrate 
singularly on Heavy Metal and Hard Rock and is rumored to be called 
Iron Worx*Finally, Weird Thing performed together in New Brunswick 
for the first time in over a year and a half.

IN PURSUIT OF YOUR OWN TAIL 
AND THE ALMIGHTY DOLLAR 


I used to be disgusted, but now I’m just amused. (No, 
Elvis Costello didn’t make that up. That phrase is a lot 
older than he is.) I guess I’m amused easily these days because 
Itry to keep my distance from things that really disgust me. 
But every so often, I run into someone in the music business 
who epitomizes what many of us get wrong in pursuing a 
career in the music world. 

That, right there, is the beginning of a large portion of 
the problem. My years in the business have taught me that 
one either pursues a career, or they pursue music, but never 
both. One cannot serve two masters, particularly when the 
two masters are diametrically opposed. Take my advice. 
Pick one or the other. If you try to balance yourself in the 
middle of the road, you’ll eventually be run over. Trust 
me. 

If you’re really interested in pursuing a career, go to college 
or go to technical school. Become a doctor. Be an investment 
broker. Or if you really want to live large, work on a garbage 
truck. 

A few years back, I’d have advised you to become a lawyer, 
but-it seems we have a plethora of those these days, so maybe 
you'll want to pass that one up. 

But if you don’t want to be a lawyer, then you’re going to 
have to rid yourself of the attitude of the lawyer. You know, 
the “facts can mean whatever you want them to mean for a 
price” attitude. Especially if you’re going to pursue music. 

You see, your chances of achieving mega-stardom in music 
are very slim. You have a better chance of being hit by 
lightning twice and of winning 62.5 million dollars in the 
lottery on the same day. It doesn’t really matter what style 
of music you choose to perform. Your chances remain about 
the same. Now what significance does this have? 

In another life, I was a classroom teacher at the middle school 
level. Seems that in every class, I’d find at least one kid who 
was really banking on getting into college on a football or 
basketball scholarship, and then making the big jump to the 
NFL or the NBA. They sincerely believed this was a realistic 
goal. And so I set forth to painstakingly show them why 
they should study hard and work towards another 
occupation. There are many millions of high school athletes, 
I would tell them. Out of those millions, relatively few 
-would be selected to receive a sports scholarship, And out 
of those (say, a couple hundred thousand) a very small 
number would excel enough to draw regional attention 
(perhaps 5,000) and of that number only a handful would 
receive national attention. Of that remnant, only about 90 
will be drafted in the first three rounds of a professional 
draft, and of that number, one of ten will hang around in 
the pros long enough to draw a meaningful paycheck. Nine 
in 50 million. Do you really want to buck those odds? Do 
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you really want to bank on that as your livelihood? 

The same is true of musicians selling their souls to “make 
it big.” But we still are plagued by people who should know 
better changing their styles, revamping their look and 
presenting, generally, whatever they think will make them 
salable to the moguls of the record industry. But as I said 
earlier, their chances remain about the same with each 
stylistic change. It does no good to “tailor” yourself to some 
mythical “hot market” or “adoring public” for there really 
are no such things. 

So take some friendly advice. Pursue the music. Forget 
the money. If you do what you really believe in, just between 
you and your instrument with no consideration of any 
audience, you may actually get very good at it, and create 
something a bit deeper than your average musician. Maybe 
then you might get some respect. And if that respect draws 
attention in and of itself, maybe you will get hit by lightning 
and win the lottery and get a record deal and sell a gazillion 
records. But if you end up working on a garbage truck, 
you'll still have a great income AND you'll still have your 
music. And then you could lend me some cash. You see, I 
got this idea for a song...

As the crowds flowed into the Madison Square 
Garden venue for the long awaited “Peppers” 
concert (and I do mean long awaited, the show was 
originally scheduled as a pre-Christmas event but 
was abruptly 
postponed when 
drummer Chad Smith 
broke his hand in a 
motorcycle accident) 
they were greeted by 
one of those signs that 
stated in so many 
words, “Dudes! your 
gonna be on MTV!” It 

“was true, I didn’t even 
get through the 
turnstiles when a few 
people with movie 
cameras strolled by 
and ignited the crowd 
into a “whooping” fest. 
Inside it was the same 
scene, only video was 
the format. It seemed 
that the lucky global 
viewers of MTV were 
treated to a large chunk 
of the nearly two hour extravaganza beamed out 
over live satellite. 

On stage the red hot quartet popped, rocked and 
funked its way through their maddening musical 
career preferring to play largely from their “Blood 
Sugar Sex Magik” and “One Hot Minute” releases. 
The sound was loud and clear, a welcome after the 
opening distortion of new kids on the block, 
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“Silverchair.” Lead singer Anthony Kiedis leaped 
and bounded like an elf on crack covering great 
distances of stage as he belted out mosh favorites 
like “Suck My Kiss” and “Give It Away.” 

The current line up 
of the band is one of the 
strongest yet with the 
heart pounding thumps 
of bassist Flea and the 
addition of their sixth 
guitarist in a thirteen 
year ‘history, Dave 
Navarro (ex-Jane’s 
Addiction). The 
“feppers.. got «the 
crowd singing along 
with the tune 
“Aeroplane” from the 
new release and respect 
poes? Out to: their 
performance of 
“Walkabout” from the 
same CD. ‘Toning it 
down ever so slightly, 
the boys pulled out a 
soulful version of 
“Under the Bridge” 
and later in the evening tried to match the mood 
with “Deep Kick.” 

For the most part, it was a very high energy show 
with a slight dash of comedy thrown in when Flea 
sang his cut from “One Hot Minute.” But the thing 
that remains most memorable in my mind is the 
encore with the legendary Iggy Pop, who would 
have expected it ... but then again, it was New York!

song, an original, called WRONG WITH ME. This song 
was levitated by the grinding, steady bass-playing of none 


Went to Brownie’s in Bargaintown a few weeks ago. It 
was once my hangout when I was young; now that I am 
old and closer to death, I decided to go back to see if they 
still had those lit stars on the ceiling. They didn’t. But 
they did have an honest-to-God real-live’ rock-and-roll 
band. 

The band is WRED. Or Red. The “W” is still a 
controversial issue. This band is all-natural and 
completely trend-free: nothing but real musicians, who, 
by the way, have only been playing together for about four 
months. But you can’t tell. They meld as if they grew up 
together. 

From the first note all the way to the last, this band 
wailed nonstop. It was a fast-paced, fleeting forty minutes. 
Their set was more like an overture, with delectable ups 
and downs. Yet actually, it was a tasty bundle of originals 
spiced with only two covers. What hooks! What chord 
changes! What a feast of bass and percussion! 

Vocals and lead guitar belong to Andy Schlee, who 
actually got the WRED project going. He’s not flashy. 
He’s not pretentious, but he knows his way around that 
doublenecked guitar. He also wrote the originals. 

This band tore open the smoke filled room with the first 
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other than Danny Eyer. Danny also added strong 
harmonies to Andy’s vocals, and sang lead on the two 
covers—“NO MATTER WHAT” —the old Badfinger 
tune, and the Beatles’ railing, thrashing “HELTER 
SKELTER.” 

Some good picking occurred, especially on 
INDEPENDENCE DAY—an original. Also noteworthy 
on that tune was sweet, tight harmonies, not only from 
Danny but also from the rhythm guitarist, Patty Balbo. 
The entire song was enveloping, made more engrossing 
by the lead guitar break. That bridge wasn’t long enough 
for me. INDEPENDENCE DAY is a song which could 
have jammed on for ten more minutes and I wouldn’t have 
minded. 

Another gem, with a slower tempo, is JUST BEFORE 
THE RAIN. Once again, this had pretty picking by Andy, 
interwoven with the steady drumming, the skillful bass 
and rhythm guitar, tied neatly with the perfect harmonies 
and a cool, calm backbeat.

I’m sitting here staring at a blank piece of paper, strumming 
my own guitar (hoping for inspiration), trying to figure out 
how to get started on this article about CLAYTON WEST AND 
THE NIGHTHOWLS. My dilemma? - How the hell am I 
going to do them justice? Well, I’m just gonna relive the show 
thru my pages and pages of notes and hopefully convey to all 
of you my impression of their gig. They were FANTASTIC! 
Okay. Done. Short story, huh? No - No, of course I can’t stop 
here. Gotta go on. Reliving - remember? 

As is becoming habit with me, I arrived during break between 
the 1! and 22° sets. What I experienced from the second set to 
the end of the show more than made up for anything I missed. 

First time was “N.Y. State of Mind.” I almost wanted to 
describe WEST’s vocals as sultry - but that’s not quite accurate. 
The word I need escapes me at the moment. They played this 

tune as bluesy as it should be played but added just the right 
funky beat and creative keyboards to perfectly complement 
WEST’s vocals, resulting in a cover which was more 
entertaining to listen to than the original song. In fact, this 
was done to just about every cover tune they performed. 
Especially impressive were MARVIN GAYE’s “Sexual 
Healing” (how many performers can pull THIS ONE off 
vocally?) and my particular favorite of the night “BRING IT 
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ON HOME,” which began with one hell of an introduction 
and ended as climactically as my night did (MUSICALLY, I 
mean!). The bass solo and harp solo during “MOONDANCE” 
got even me out of my seat just as the varied drum and keyboard 
solos did during different tunes thru-out the gig. These guys 
were so energized; they poured out some serious music as 
confidently as the pros they covered. 

Another tune was explained to be a cover of SADE called 
“ORDINARY LOVE,” which is included on their upcoming 
CD (as yet untitled). Then WEST treated us to some solo 
tunes (as prelude to their last set) which could have been the 
highlight of the night. I’m not certain, as I was distracted when 
he explained, but I believe they are originals and may also be 
on the CD. The first may be called “Where Did They Hide 
The Sun?” I’m sure it represented the feelings of a lot of us in 
the audience, as it described “winter, chills, two-toned grays 
and snowy days.” WEST accompanied himself on guitar and 
performed beautifully. He’s simply quite enchanting to listen 
to. His next solos were as eloquent and poignant and reminded 
me of a day long ago when I was serenaded outside my window 
by a wonderful guitar-strumming friend (REST IN PEACE, 
SCOTT). When a song evokes feelings and memories this 
way - well, to me it’s a mark of a wonderful song. I’m sure 
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WEST was evoking a lot figeme 
of memories tonight. 

Not wanting to totally 
mellow us out, the guys 
came back on stage and 
rocked-out the rest of their 
show, spewing the same 
energy they started with. Lg 
They were good. They — 
were great. Aggressive but 
not overwhelming. Now - 
that’s a good show. A little 
bit of everything and a 
whole lot of funk went a 
long way tonite.

From the opening track “Reload,” you 
sense a problem with this disc.

Ministry isn’t pulling on the White 
Zombie coattails (an occasional Slayer 
twitch is also evident), rather than giving 
the listener a little creative edge, Ministry 
gives us riffs over and over. Until finally, 
the head explodes in frustration. Then the 
listener will grab either his or her old 
Ministry discs or for that matter, Nine 
Inch Nails (in fact maybe even the last 
Helmet disc), and ask themselves, “What 
we’re they trying to prove? One track 
that does stand out as the worst of 1996, 
is the remake of Bob Dylan’s “Lay Lady 
Lay.”

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ON NIGHTS LIKE THIS

Well, another new artist, another new outlook. 
Soraya is a welcomed earful, as well as a 
wonderful addition to this writer’s ever growing 
collection of the many great and upcoming 
female artists of today, putting her in the top ten 
must-haves for 96. Her voice is calm and 
soothing, with a Latino rhythm backing her to 
add a sense of uniqueness to her style. 

From her first song “Suddenly,” she 
introduces her melodic vocals and the soft 
instrumental background with a touch of Latino 
rhythm, enhancing her adept style. Picking up 
the pace a little bit, Soraya changes her style 
just a tad, in the likes of Ricki Lee Jones, 
although she definitely does protrude her melodic 
voice. Each song possessing a slightly different 
style with a somber ambiance to piece it 
altogether, complete with wonderfully 
orchestrated violins, violas, cellos, along with 
the usual guitars, drums and keys. 

Soraya introduces a more folkish style in

the background music, seems to be a tune that 
appears to be vivid and seemingly real. Then 
just as quick as the style is altered, it changes 
once again in “Ruins In My Mind,” with its 
danceable beginning and some psychedelic 
sounds in the background, beautifully blended, 
keeping the beat steady with lots of musical 
excerpts blended in to show off its simplicity, 
yet very creative. 

Of course, heading back to that Ricki Lee style 
in “Need To Know” and a tune that probably 
will prove that she can hang with the likes of the 
top female vocalists of today, Soraya subtly belts 
out straight to the listener’s ears. Including the 
9th track, “On Nights Like This,” with its catchy 
lyrics and attractive beat, can surely put Soraya 
up there on the A-list.

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LOST MY BRAIN ONCE AGAIN

In 1983, Suicidal Tendencies put hardcore music 
on the map with “Institutionalized.” The song was 
featured on the “Repo Man” soundtrack, and led 
by vocalist Mike Muir, ST started its climb. 
However, after 1987’s “Join The Army,” ST became 
more thrash metal than punk/hardcore. Then came 
Muir’s other side project Infectious Grooves. In 
1993, ST released “Still Cyco After All These 
Years”(A collection of re-recorded tracks from their 
first two discs) and in 1994 released “Suicidal For 
Life.” Muir has been shaking his head ever since. 
Afterall, let’s face it, Mike Muir wants to be punk 
again. However, as we know once you change into 
something, it’s very hard to revert back. So Muir, 
as most ST fans know, is Cyco Miko. So he has 
made an attempt to go back to his punk roots. The 
final result is “Lost My Brain Once Again.” Which 
falls somewhere between Green Day. and the “Join 
The Army” disc then the classic debut release. 

Featuring the work of Sex Pistol guitarist Steve 
Jones on 9 of the 11 tracks, you would believe this 
is going to be a full-on punk explosion. What else 
could you think of when you cross a guitar of one 
of the most notable punk bands out of England and 
the premier hardcore voice of Venice Beach, CA. 
In fact, speaking of Jones, his last solo 
collaboration that can be remembered was around 
1989. During that time he was aligning himself 
with Axl Rose and The Cult’s Ian Astbury. So you 
know that if he is now hanging with Cyco Miko, 
he wants to punk out also. 

The collaboration brings out some fine tracks. 
The opening track, “I Love Destruction” is a very 
bouncy number. It is similar to Ramones style punk. 
While other tracks like “Save A Peace For Me,” is 
traditional ST. Then comes “Gonna Be Alright.” 
This track starts off sounding more like Black 
Sabbath. However, it explodes into a speed 
psychotic frenzy, only to slam back into the doom 
and gloom Sabbath sound. It’s very different and 
it’s surely not punk, but it’s effective. 

Mike Muir wants to be punk again. However, at 
33 years old, it’s time to act your age sometime. 
After 1992’s “The Art Of Rebellion” progressive 
style, it’s hard to see why Cyco Miko had to revert 


back in style. 
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MALL TO MARS

Ihave been a fan of the Tubes for avery long 
time, particularly The Completion Backwards 
Principle and Outside Inside albums. Since the 
demise of that group, there has been nothing to 
fill the void left (and NOT filled by the current 
imitation Fee Waybill led aggregation). Until 
now, that is. 

Bill Spooner was the principal guitarist with 
that band, THE Tubes. And with the release of 
this CD, it’s now quite obvious that he had a great 
deal to do with the writing of the classic Tubes’ 
material. On Mall To Mars, we get a wide 
sampling of the myriad styles of Mr. Spooner, 
and each of these points to an unbroken 
continuum stretching from “White Punks On 
Dope” through “Talk To Ya Later,” “She’s A 
Beauty” and the material on this release. And as 
if that weren’t enough, we get even more. 

For instance, “Dimming Of The Day,” the 

same Richard Thompson tune covered by Bonnie 
Raitt recently, is given an emotional and 
reverential reading here. Bill says that it really 
doesn’t fit with the rest of the album, and he’s 
right. But who cares? It’s good. 
Great material abounds elsewhere, too, with 
Tubes-ish standouts ‘They Kicked Me Out Of 
The Band” and “Mall To Mars” being among my 
personal favorites. And what a band! Bill wisely 
uses ex-tubes’ drummer Prairie Prince in 
conjunction with bassist extraordinaire Tony 
Maryatt to create an absolutely-to-die-for rhythm 
section. The band rocks! But that’s not all they 
do by a long shot. I find words inadequate to 
describe the great range on this record, from basic 
rock and roll, to contemporary jazz, country and 
even TV music (“Theme From Star-Trek”) and I 
detect XTC/Todd Rundgren influences on “When 
Stars Collide.” 

Do yourself a MAJOR favor. Buy this disc, 
clear the decks, put your CD deck on “REPEAT 


ALL” and enjoy! 
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T.J. KIRK 
Artist: T.J. Kirk 
Label: Warner Bros.

No, no. This album has nothing to do with Star 
Trek! That would be J.T. Kirk, of course. T.J. Kirk 
is an ad hoc grouping of three of the brightest young 
jazz guitarists in the San Francisco scene who come 
together for the express purpose of playing three 
things: the music of Thelonious Monk, James 
Brown, and Rahsaan Roland Kirk, exclusively. Get 
it? The combination of Will Bernard, John Schott, 
and Charlie Hunter (who covers his bass and guitar 
duties simultaneously on his unique 8-string 
guitar), along with percussionist Scott Amendola, 
who has recently taken over the drum throne in 
Hunter’s famed trio from Jaye Lane, take the music 
of these three giants (and the listener) for one hell 
of a funky ride. 

One might think three jazz guitars blazing away 
simultaneously would sound like one big, confused 
mess of notes—not true! One of the many great 
strengths of T.J. Kirk is their ability to set up and 
then play off one another while not stepping on 
each other’s toes. Each player’s sound and style is 
so distinctive, and so well placed in the mix, that 
it’s quite easy to pick each one out even during the 
most cacophonous of passages. T.J. Kirk are no 
funk fakers, as one can tell from the get go with an 
authoritative take on James’ “Soul Power” that 
grabs the bull by the balls and doesn’t let go until 
the last notes of Monk’s circus like “Jackie-ing” 
fade into the air. In true East Bay style even the 
most recognizable standards of the fourteen cuts 
covered here are contorted into near parody. But 
it’s an honest love of the music, and it’s composers, 
that rings true here, from the reggae/free-form 
inspired take of Kirk’s “Volunteered Slavery” or 
the unrecognizably funky “Serenade To A Cuckoo” 
to the beebop of “Humph” or the positively metallic 
“Epistrophy.” A purist’s nightmare to be sure, but 
not disrespectful by any means. Let’s just say these 
gentlemen play for those of us with a more 
adventurous ear. Even the seamless marriage of 
Brown/Monk on the “I Got To Move/In Walked 
Bud” and “Shuffle Boil/You Can Have 
Watergate...” combinations will keep you thinking 
while your butt keeps a’ shakin’! Great stuff! 
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DELTA RADIO

Hailing from Albany, NY, the “Matt Smith 
Band” is made up of Matt Smith (Lead Vocals, 
Guitars), Tony Perrino (Organ, Piano, Flute, 
Vocals), Chris Peck (Bass, Vocals), Charlie 
Tokarz (Sax, Flute, Clarinet), Pete Sweeney 
(Drums) and Brian Melick (Percussion). 
Their latest release on Millennium Records 
entitled “Delta Radio” provides a great vehicle 
for the many talents of these musicians. With 
the array of styles flowing throughout the disc, 
it’s hard to pigeon-hole this band into one 
genre of music, but it’s easy to see why they 
were voted “Best Blues and Rock Band” of 
1991 in “Metroland Magazine. 

Starting off the disc is a few songs that show 
of the bands more mellower, jazz oriented 
side, sure to earn them status among the VH-1 
and AAA format crowds. The jazzy side slips 
mid-way through the disc into a funky 
slide-guitar in the vain of Bonnie Raitt and 
Little Feat. “Gotta Back Up” brings the 
listener right into a foot stompin’ mood. But 
then as quickly as the style changed prior, it’s 
off in another direction to more soulful and 
folky tunes. “She Will Take Me Down” opens 
up a gritty, trance-like state with its earthy 
percussion beat. Rounding out the CD are a 
pair of tunes, “Five Dollar Shoes” with its 
groovy slide work and harmonized vocals and 
“So Baby So Long” with its New Orleans 
Style shuffle and horns, proving once again 
that this band has got talent way beyond 
description. 

The name-sake of this band, Matt Smith, 
shines bright on this release having 
participated in the writing and singing of all 
of the cuts on the disc. Not to mention, Mr. 
Smith plays guitar like no other. But don’t be 
fooled into thinking that this is a one-man 
band, it’s definitely a group effort and well 
worth the addition to your collection. 
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SONGS FROM SKYLIGHT RADIO 
Artist: Blacklight Violets 
Label: Dented Records

Blacklight Violets have emerged from the depths 
of Giant Steps studios delivering the strongest 
release in the neighborhood so far this year. Studio 
work seems to suit this band well,and has provided 
them a chance to express thoughts and ideas that 
often can’t be when dealing with live settings, often 
plagued with poor sound systems and unreceptive 
audiences. Sandwiched between the tone setting 
acoustic strains of the intro/reprise “Glow” are 
eight solid chunks of cosmic rock & roll—with 
great emphasis on rock & roll. 

While names such as Pink Fairies, Edgar 
Broughton, Sky Cries Mary, and even Love and 
Rockets immediately leap to mind, there is 
something tangibly American about the music on 
this album. This is mostly due to the rhythm work 
of drummer Brit Nixon and bassist Mike Heaton 
who keep a modern (albeit occasionally redundant) 
hard rock momentum and feel to most of the songs. 
Over this guitarist Lee Stefanko layers phasor laced 
riffs and subtle acoustic accents, matched by 
subdued vocals with a lyrical bent teeming with 
space-rock imagery. Also, various samples from 
“The Hitchhiker’s Guide To The Galaxy,” 
“Slacker,” and late 60’s “Dragnet” episodes add 
to the album’s charm. This predominates the first 
half of the album with “2 Minutes Out Of Season” 
and “Black Cherries” standing out. While it is often 
hard to keep one’s influences from being too readily 
apparent it’s obvious that Blacklight Violets have 
used theirs as a launching pad to develop a unique 
and original sound. 

It is later in the work that the band begins to 
leave orbit with more ethereal pieces such as “Will 
I Remember My Name,” the maudlin Swans-like 
cut “Morphine Symphony,” and “Itch,” an * 
experimental freak-out of “headphone approved,” 
psychedelic playfulness that conjures up memories 
of “Set The Controls...” era Floyd and Nik Turner’s 
“Sphinx” and “Annubian Lights” albums. This is 
easily the most interesting track of the entire album 
touching on Middle Eastern musical ideas as well 
as some techno flavors. They’d do well to pursue 
this type of direction further in the future. And, 
you’d do well to pick up this interesting and 
rewarding package at first chance!

THE ART OF SYNCHRONIZATION 


Upon completing the new recordings for my band’s 
next album, | again came to that oh so-troubling (at 
least for me) part of performing: playing and singing 
at the same time. Last month, I briefly touched on 
that problem with the advice of keeping your parts as 
simple as possible so that it is easier to sing while 
- playing. But, if you’re in the position I’m in, namely, 
bassist and lead vocalist, you’re going to run into parts 
of songs where you cannot keep the bass part simple, 
and you must sing while trying to execute your part in 
synchronization with the drummer, who is doing his 
best impression of Harvey Mason or Billy Cobham. 
So what do you do? 

Short of jumping off a bridge, the answer is that it is 
possible to execute even the most complex part while 
singing if you. are willing to practice the sections ina 
diligent and orderly manner. The first thing I try to 
do is to play the troubling section over and over, 
without singing, so that I achieve a state of “finger 
memory” and thus do not really have to think about 
the bass part at all. Next, measure by measure if you 
have to, sing the vocal part while playing the bass 
part. You’ll still mess it up the first twenty or thirty 
times you do it, but eventually, if you’re relaxed and 
if you don’t let the failures get to you, you’ Il find that 
little by little, it locks in for you. And each time you 
do it, you’ll get a little better at it. It’s a little like 
rubbing your tummy and patting the top of your head 
at the same time. The degree of independence 
necessary to achieve this only comes from diligent 
practice. 

Take heart, though, because it can be done. To listen 
to the prime example, drag out an old copy of Yes’ 
Relayer album, and listen to Steve Howe’s guitar 
figures and then realize that he is singing a harmony 
vocal over top of them. So you see, it really is do-able. 
Keep practicing. If 1 can do it - and I must - you can, 
too! See ya next time.

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Home At Last Returns To The Stage

Several weeks before February 27th, I got a phone call from 
good friend/great guitarist Ernie Trionfo. He asked me if 
Home At Last could come to our Tuesday night gig at Fat 
Jack’s and try out some new material in front of our audience. 
Well, of course I said yes and it was for several reasons. 

First, I haven’t seen these guys play live in...oh, like, over 
2 years: In fact, no one has! This was because the band had 
taken some well-deserved time off to regroup their lives and 
their music. And boy, did they! 

Bruce Pike and Ernie T. had both explained to me the idea 
behind the new songs the band has been writing and recording 
for more than a year: Seems that Home At Last wanted to 
make an album that was more “Home At Last” than the 
previous ones (if that is somehow possible). Guess what, 
Folks? This is exactly what happened. 

I’ve been privileged enough to hear some tape from the 
above mentioned sessions. Listening, I could totally envision 
Bruce, Steve, Charlie, and Ernie just working these tunes top 
to bottom as I sat grinning in sonic heaven. But on that 
Tuesday night in February, everyone in attendance got to see 
what I saw in my head while listening in the front seat of 
Ernie’s car. (HEY NOW!!) 

They started off their set with a song called “Over.” Charlie 
Andaloro lit the fire on this infectious little country groove 
while Steve Shurman (Slideous Extraordinarious) and E.T. 
(Incrediblous Fingerlishious) kept the rockers in check with 
some SPANKIN’ guitar trades. 
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Those famous “Pike Vocals” were back where they’ve been 
missed and always belonged: ON STAGE! Bruce shared the 
mic with Ernie on the next numbers “Pretty Soon,” a Hip-Hop 
funk tune that made sure that there wasn’t a silent toe in the 
place. 

Then came, “Nobody’s Business,” a song that in my mind, 
could very well sum up the versatile nature of Home At Last. 
This, and the rest of the new material was written via jam 
sessions that took place over most of 1995. But this particular 
song finds all four musicians engaging in four different solo 
spots. Now, we all knew how cool Charlie and Bruce are as 
the rhythm section of the band, but until you hear them take 
their respective solos. you ain’t heard nothin’! 

The boys tried to sneak off stage without an encore, but the 
people weren’t having any of that. So when they started the 
beginning riffs to “What She Doesn’t Say!,” we all got happy 
right quick! The harmonies on this and all of the new tunes 
were real tight, and the mix on these guys was great. You 
could hear them blending themselves with the closeness of a 
family and the professionalism of “road scholars” not heard 
or seen much these days. 

And when this song slowly came to one of those infamous 
Home At Last breakdown endings, I knew three things: That 
the new album will be entitled “PERFECTLY GOOD 
CIGAR” (Moose Records), these guys are STILL kicking ass 
and I couldn’t wait to get into Bruce and Ernie’s front seat
